Thele were 
fome of the main things that were then deſiand: As 
for any favorr to the Diſſenters, None, that 1 know of, 
was intended, but what ſhould have been intirely con- 
ſiſtent with our Own Conftitution > And 1 hope it will 
not be thought any Crime for the Biſhops, and Clergy of 
our urch, to be willing to enlarge its Communion, by 
any Methods which may be likely to Gain Others, and 
yer not injure our Own Eſtabliſhment. | 

But to ſatisſie your Lordſhips that nothing could have 
been deſigned to the Detriment of the urch; Be pleaſed 
farther to conſider, how what was thus at firtt projected 
in private, by ſelect Perſons, aud in a difficult time, 
when no countenance was +0 be expected from Autho- 
rity to any ſuch purpoſe ; was afterwards, if ever, to 
have been brought to Maturity.

This, my Lords, is the Doctor's Narrative, and I have 
given it you in his ewn Words. The Application is 
plain, and Home. The Diſſenters are now again Tv/e- 
rated, as they were heretofore under Q. Etizabe; 
There is a perfidions Prelate (perhaps in his Opinion 
great many) who, like Arch-biſhop Grizdal , help to 
delude another Que n, into the Toleration of them. 
Theſe EIGHT YEARS paſt (for the very number

Speech in the Houſe of 
ords, &c. 


| MY LORDS, | | 

Am very ſenſible under what Diſadvantage i the 

Opinion of many, a Biſhop mutt ſpeak againtt a 

Clergyman that ſtands accuſed of Crimes commit- 

1 ted by him in the ſeeming Exccution of his Oftice 

eſpecially aftcr having been fo publickly required to be 
an Advocate as well as a Judge. And 1 am the niore 
ſenſible of this prejudice lying againſt me, for having 
been fo lately called into that Order, and for being 0 
unworthy of it. 

But [ think my ſelf obliged notwithſtanding, under 
all theſe Diſadvantages to deliver not only my juds- 
ment, but alſo the Reaſons that determine me to it: 
which 1 thall do as plainly as I can; with that Gefe- 
rence to your Lordſhips, which I am fure it muſt up- 
on all Occaſions particularly become me to pay; and. 
at the ſame time with that Freedom which 1 think e the 
Importance of this cauſe do's at tins time require, 

Dr. Sacheverel{ ſtands impeached by the Commons of 

_ Great- Britain, of Higb Crimes and Miſdemeanouts ex- 
preiled in the feveral Articles of the Charge exhibited 
againft him: And Your Lordſhips have heard what 
they have ſaid in ſupport of that Charge, as well as 
what has been offer'd in the Doctor's Defence 

Your Lordihips'bave allo debated among your ſelves 
the Merits of the Cauſe as to the firlt of thete Articles; 
and have come to a Retolution , that the Commons 
have made good that part of their Charge: In winch 
Reſolution as J did heartily concur; ſo 1 was rca- 
vy to haye humbly Gar to your. L.ordihips my 
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| 8 
Reaſons for ſo doing, had there been cither room or 
occaſion for it. 

Your Lordſhips are now upon the Second Article; 
wherein the Doctor is charged tor ſugneftipg and mii. 
taining that the Joleration granted by Law, u unreaſona 
ble, and the Allowance of it unnarrantable ; with other 
particulars that have immediate relation to this gene- 
ral Charge, aud which are indeed fo many prot: 
of it, | 
In this view thercfore, my Lords, 1 beg leave tc 
conſider them; And the Fir of theſe Inftances, 11: 
Support of this Charge, ie, that he atlerts that He is 4 
Falſe Brother with relation to God. Religion, or the Church, 
who defends Toleration and Liberty of Conſcience ; and this 
my Lords, the Doctor do's affert in 10 many words, I: 
is one of the many Marks he gives whereby we may dit 
cern who is a falle Brother in thoſe reſpects ; not. 
ſmall part of one general Mark, as was allcdged very 
inconcluſwely, I think, in his Defence. For if it was 
to be grauted, (tho it cannot be fairly pretended) tha: 
the Doctor makes the defending of Toleration and L:- 
berty of Conſcience, one Branch ouly of the Charactes 
of a falſe Brother; I do not {ee how it cou d make even 
3 part of that Character, if there was no falſe Brother - 
hood in it, And 1 ſhall not trouble my ſelf or you; 
Lordihips with going about to fettle the degrees of falle 
Brotherhood that are in this part of the Character, 
becauſe I think every degree of it is unrealonable aud 
not to be warrantcd. | 5 

And therefore the Doctor cannot make it fo much 
23s a part of the Character of a falſe Brother to def nd 
Toleration and Liberty of Conſcience, as it is contels'd 
that he do's, but he mult at the lame time ge and 
maintain that the Toleration is unreaſenable, and the Al- 
lowance of it unyerrantable. For it can never be Any 
degree of falle Brotherbood, to defend what is reaſo- 
nable and warrantable: Nor woud .even the Doctor , 
as inconfiltent a Man as ſeveral ot the Noble Lords 
that have ſpoken for him repreſent tm to be, ever have 
made it one; it he had not himſelf condemn'd that 
which he blames others for defending.

good deal concern d, to find the Doctor making fc 
vain, fo unſincere a Defence, For it is not Works of 
Darkneſs in general he is cautioning againſt , but ex- 
— by a Word of his own inſerting, not the Apo 
ſtle's, thoſe Works of Darkneſs mentioned immediately 
petore ; Schiſm and Fact ion, which with him go always 
together. | | | 


Theſe are the Sins againſt which he calls upon his 
»uperiour Paſtors to thunder ont their Eccleſia (tical 4. 
2athema's; nor can the Charge be avoided by that Di- 
ſtinction which was offer d in his behalf, between z 
enſure purely Spiritual, and an Eccleſiaſtical Cen- 
ure. For admitting there is ground for that Diſtinction 
in a Scholaſtical Conſideration of the general Queſtion 
of Chriſtian Cenſures; yet there is no room to make 
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uſe of it in this caſe, becauſe he calls expreſsly for Ec. 
cleſtiaſtical Anathema's, which can be apply d to none li. 
iuch as are part of the Order and Diſcipline of thi: 
Church, 

And it is certain my Lords that theſe Cenfſures ca: 
not, ſince the Act of Tolcration, be inflicted upon Dif 
enters, bow much ſo ever their Schiſm remains; be 
cauſe it is expreſsly provided by an Act of Parliament 
(an Act, my Lords, of the whole Chriſtian Socicty, . 
which the Superior Paſtors were perſonally concurring .* 
that they ſhall not be treated as Schiſmaticks in tt 
way of thoſe Ecclefiaſtical Cenfures, to which thietr 
Separation would otherwiſe have certainly ſubjected 
them. | | 

And cho I canrot undertake upon Memory to be ver; 
particular, yet I dare venture to ſay, there have anci 
ently been Relaxations of the Diſcipline of the Churc!:. 
' even when the Crime was thought to deſerve 
Comimance of it; for Publick Expedience, and bctte: 
preſerving the Peace of the Chrithaii World: And 
that in fuch Cafes any Presbyter or Bilnop wou'd lum. 
ſelf have been cenſured, ut he had not acquieicedan ſuc 
Relaxations, | 

My Lords, a Presbyter of the Church of Euglau- 
i5 the more obliged to acquieſce in all ſuch Relaxation 
amongſt us as are legally made, becauſe he has 0. 
lemnly promiſed at his Ordination, that ke will pie 
his Faithful Diligence alway: ſo to minifter the Doſtrine an: 
Sacraments and the Diſcipline of Christ, tas the Lord haiti: 
commanded , and 4s this Church and REAL AM hath 
received the ſame. | 

{ have alrcady obſerved to your Lordſhips, how the 
Diſcipline of the Church ſtands at pretent as to the 
Point in queſtion. And as the Relaxation of it in tha! 
particular, was agreeable o that Temper which th: 
Biſhops who petitioned King Faves, gave the Diſſen- 
ters ground to expect: So I am verily perſwaded tha! 
the Church is 0 far from having been hurt by this In. 
dulgence, that it has received Advantage as wellas Cre - 
dit, from that Moderation which gave way to it. 
cou'd give ſeveral Inſtances of this within my own 
Obſervation, while 1 was Arch-Deacon, under a Re- 
verend Prelate that fits now before me; and * 5 
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have had the Honour. to be on this Bench; In which 
Compaſs of time ſeveral Men of Sobricty Ar 1d Learn- 
ing bred up to be Miinlters am * alt the Dif enters, have 
left the Separation, and upon due Try: 1 have been ad- 

mitted to Orders in our Church in which they have 
ofhciated with entire Conformity to our Rules, wk 4 to 
the Honour of our holy Religion.

has done; and to call upon [118 Supertours to act in con- 
tradiction to it. He ſhou'd have forbore doing this, 
at leaſt out of regaard to her Majeſty, who bad been 
graciouſly pleag'd to declare from the Throne, that ſhe 
wou'd preſerve the Toleration wviolable: A Refolu- 
tion 1 ſhall ver think it my Duty ape mall proper Oc- 

caſions to expreſs my Approbatic nr of, as Juſt and Wile 
and Charitable, and every way agreeable to the Spirit 
and Genius of the \ "kriſti; an Re leon. 

| fnall not, my Lords, enter into the Enquiry of 
what Fentences are ral! fy 4 ww Heaven But as one 
may vemure to lay, that all that have been pronoun- 
ced on Earth, arc not ratify d there; ſo by all 1 have 
ſeen of the Doctor's Spiri in theſe Matters, | have 
great reaſon to fear, that it fhe Power of the Keys 
was in his Hands , it would often be very ladly 4— 
buſed. 

However he has ſo good an Opinion of bis own 
Spirit , as to put his Superiours in mind of another 
Part of their Duwy, ! immediately after that have mien;- 
tion d; and that is, to promote en 6 Probity, Cunſci- 
ence and Gurage, with out which he thinks they can- 
not be fit Mcmbers of the Church Militant, in winch 1 
can as little agrce with him as in the former demand.

fo much as 1 dlink it deferves. And tho' He wit 
plcads ſo warmly for wholeſome Severities toward ihote 
0 differ from him, has the leatt Title to Your Lord 
ſhips Compathon ; Yet 1 hope he will find it as fo;

1 ſhall not take upon me to charge the Doctor or 
any of his particular Friends with this Practice, as 
great a Temptation as one is under to do fo from 
ſeveral Circumſtances. And it is not the leaſt , that 
occurs in his Prayers, which he has publiſh'd upon this 
Occaſion , to repreſent not ſo much to God as tc 
the World, that he is under Periecution, when he js 
Protecuted for offending againſt the Law by thoſe 
who in common Jultice ought to be thought the 
faireſt Accuſers; aud before Your Lordſhips, who 
are juſtly acknowledged to be the molt unpartial 
Judzes, 

However I will never believe, till 1 cannot avoid it; 
thit any Members of the Church of England who have 
acknowledged the Government, much leis any Cler- 
gy-man who has {> often profeis'd his Obedience to it 
in Church and State, fhou'd have been any way acceſ- 
lory to thoſe threatnings that | have been given cut; 
particularly againſt ſuch Biſhops as ſhould happen to 
condemn the Doctor's Proceedings. 

As far, My Lords, as I have ſcen of this Cauſe, 
I am likely to be one of thole Biſhops; and tho' I do 
not pretend to any great thare of Courage, I am very 
tree to declare to Your Lordthips that I am in no Com-
